5s. An accurate and exhaustive history of children’s 
literature in England from the early eleventh to the 
early nineteenth century. There are many illustra- 


tions and facsimiles. This is one of the standard 
works on the subject. 

Godfrey, Elizabeth. English children in the olden time. 
N. Y. Dutton, 1907. 336 p. pl. 9. An interestingly 
written compilation of all known facts concerning 
English children, their training, manners and customs 
and reading, from the Saxon period to the early nine- 
teenth century. There are chapters on nursery lore, 
Tales of wonder (the oral children’s literature before 
the Conquest), Nurture in Kings’ courts (the Babees 
book and other fifteenth century children’s literature), 
Under a cloud (the effect of Puritanism on writings 
for children), The superior parent (the didactic 
movement in the eighteenth century under Miss 
Edgeworth and her contemporaries), and Transition 
(the change in tone of children’s literature, and its 
commencement at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century.) 

Johnson, Clifton. Old-time schools and school-books. 
N. Y. Macmillan, 1904. 383 p. il. pl. D. A history 
of the school-books and general education and reading 
of New England children from the earliest colonial 
times to 1850. There are many extracts and facsimiles. 

Mitchell, Donald Grant. About old story tellers: of 
how and when they lived, and what stories they told. 
7 c. Scribner, 1877. 237 p. il. pl. D. Intended for 
children, but useful reading for adults as well. Gives 
sketches of the plots and outlines of the lives of authors 
given. There are chapters on the history of printing, 
the Arabian nights, the work of Goldsmith as it affected 
children, Swift, Miss Edgeworth, Bernardin de St. 
Pierre and Mme. Cottin, the Grimms, Scott, Defoe 
and Bunyan, in their chronological order. 

Pearson, Edwin. Banbury chap-books and toybook 
literature of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 
Lond. Reader, 1890. 116 p. Q. 

Tuer, Andrew White. History of the hornbook. Lond. 

An ex- 
haustive and authoritative work on this important

A long and interesting 
article which though partly out of date, is still of

Reviews (1) English 
and French nursery books of the eighteenth century, 
and didactic fiction (Edgeworth, the Lambs, Croker, 
Barbauld, Sherwood, Miss Warner). (2) Lesser 
known writers.

She deprecated strongly the fashion, 
then in its early days, of writing especially for children.

His cardinal principle in selection is 
“Avoid most of the literature professedly written for 
youth.”” A well-chosen list of books for very young 
children, almost entirely English, follows.
